Luton’s sigh of relief

THESE were the scenes yesterday when the 
English Defence League marched in Luton 
town centre. 

Around 2,000 EDL members walked from 
High Town to St George’s Square, next to the 
Town Hall, much fewer than the 7,000 that had 
been expected. 

But despite concerns the right wing group 
could rampage through the streets and provoke 
mass violence, the event passed off relatively 


peacefully, with only eight arrests, mostly for 
possession of offensive weapons and assault. 

A counter demonstration by Unite Against 
Fascism (UAF) was also peaceful, with around 
1,000 protesters filling Park Square at the oppo¬ 
site end of George Street. 

At all times the groups were kept separate 
from each other by hundreds of police officers, 
of whom more than 1,500 were drafted in an 
£800,000 operation. 

At around 1pm the EDL marched from Luton 
Train Station, through Mill Street and New 
Bedford Road, past The Galaxy Centre and out 


into St George’s Square, carrying banners and 
placards and chanting ‘E-E-EDL’ and ‘England 
till I die’. 

Earlier, the UAF had tried to blockade the 
train station, with members linking arms in a 
bid to prevent EDL members passing through, 
but the situation was resolved without any 
trouble. 

Between 1.30pm and 2.30pm both groups 
heard speeches from a variety of speakers, with 
the UAF hearing from Luton North MP Kelvin 
Hopkins, equality campaigner fim Thakoordin 
and Euro MP Richard Howitt. 


The EDL heard from its founder, Tommy 
Robinson, real name Stephen Yaxley-Lennon, 
Kevin Carroll of Luton and Austrian Elisabeth 
Sabaditsch-Wolff. 

By 3.45pm St George’s Square was empty, with 
EDL members being escorted back to their 
buses in High Town. 

There were still a number of protesters in the 
area of Castle Street and in Bury Park but any 
possible problem was soon dealt with by com¬ 
munity mediators.

LUTON was a town left greatly 
relieved yesterday after the 
English Defence League's ‘home- 
coming' protest went off without 
the much feared violence. 

Despite thousands of protesters 
lining the town centre streets, 
masses of police officers enforced 
a cordon which prevented either 
the EDL members or counter 
protesters, Unite Against Fascism, 
from even seeing each other. 

The £800,000 police presence 
was the largest ever witnessed in 
the town, with officers drafted in 
from the City of London and 
Metropolitan forces and dozens on 
horseback or with police dogs. 

The force helicopter was an ever 
present eye in the sky, while road 
closures ensured the town centre 
was totally locked down. 

EDL members flocked from all 
over the country and further, from 
places such as Bradford, Leeds, 
Gateshead, Aberdeen, East Anglia, 
South Essex, Glasgow, Germany, 
Sweden and Norway. 

They carried placards saying: 
‘Welcome to Luton - the birthplace 
of the EDL’, ‘Shut Down The 
Mosque Command and Control 
Centres’ and ‘No Sharia Law’. 

Some waved flags representing 
the Union Jack, the St George’s 
Cross, the Army and the Three 
Lions. 

But although there were no 
scenes of violence, some are con¬ 
cerned about the damage done to 
community cohesion. 

Labour Euro MP Richard Howitt, 
who delivered a speech for the 
UAF protesters, said: “I’m thankful 
as there was no serious damage or 
injury but there remains lasting 
damage to good community 


relations in Luton and we’ll have to 
rebuild the trust and security that 
the EDL has deliberately sought to 
undermine.” 

In his speech, Mr Howitt said: 
“We represent the peace loving 
majority in Luton. 

“The EDL say this is their home¬ 
coming, but Luton has never been 
home to their ideas, loathing and 
prejudice.” 

EDL founder Tommy Robinson, 
was caught in a crush in a crowd 
leaving the square but was not 
injured. 

He gave a speech, saying: “We 
don’t want a mosque in High Town. 

“We’re making a stand. We’re the 
only country in the world doing 
this. This is a democracy and we 
want to stop the building of 
mosques. 


“We also respect Bedfordshire 
Police, which allowed us to 
march.” 

EDL member Kevin Carroll, from 
Luton, also spoke, saying: “We’ll 
never submit to Sharia Law. They’ll 
never reign over us. 

“We will never tolerate 
extremists. That is our town hall 
over there, Luton Borough 
Council. 

“Luton in Harmony, we don’t 
need to be told Luton is in harmo¬ 
ny. Luton was always in harmony 
until we let people become radi¬ 
calised.” 

As they marched from High Town 
to the town centre, the EDL 
chanted and were generally peace¬ 
ful apart from a couple of fire¬ 
crackers callously thrown at police 
horses and a handful of bottles 



lobbed in the direction of riot gear- 
clad officers. 

There were reports that the 
Railway Tavern, on High Town 
Road, ran out of draught beer as 
EDL members had crammed into 
the pub before setting off on their 
march. They had begun gathering 
in the area at around 10am. 

Later in the morning a minibus 
was stopped on the Ml and 
searched, resulting in one arrest 
for possession of cannabis. 
Officers confiscated a bat and the 
offender was bailed. 

By the time the protesters had 
arrived at St George’s Square at 
around 1.30pm, all alcoholic 
premises had closed. 

At around 1pm police did have to 
deal with some UAF protesters 
wanting to enter Bury Park. Half an 
hour earlier, a rally was started 
with speeches given by local 
dignitaries. 

Road closures in the town centre 
and Bury Park were lifted at 
around 5pm after most protesters 
had left the town centre, leaving 
the clean-up operation to get 
under way and Luton’s residents 
breathing easily.

Police hail smooth’ march operation 



POLICE said yesterday’s English Defence 
League protest in Luton ‘passed relatively 
smoothly’. 

Break-outs from protesters towards the 
end of the demonstration were 
prevented, while eight people were 
arrested during the day, including one 
person for assault on a police officer and 
one man on suspicion of drink driving 
who, although found to be below the 
alcohol limit, was held in custody for 
being in possession of an offensive 
weapon - cricket stumps. 

Two men suffered minor head injuries 
in a fight at the bottom of Dunstable 
Road. 

Nineteen people were treated for minor 
injuries throughout the day, three of 
whom were police officers. 

Chief Superintendent Mike Colbourne, 
Luton’s divisional commander, said: “The 
policing operation has been in the 
planning for weeks and the 
professionalism of the officers was borne 
out today. We were assisted by 27 forces 


and it’s a great example of how forces 
can work together in difficult 
circumstances. 

“I’d like to thank everyone involved in 
the planning and execution of the 
operation, all our partner agencies and in 
particular the community mediators who 
volunteered to help us communicate in 
potentially hazardous circumstances.” 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, Leader of Luton 
Borough Council, said: “First of all, I would 
like to thank the people of Luton for their 
patience. 

“I know that the demonstrations have 
inconvenienced a great many people. 

“I want also to pay tribute to our 
partners at Bedfordshire Police and from 
other forces who did such a great job in 
keeping Luton safe. 

“The Ambulance and Fire Services also 
deserve our thanks, as do the very many 
officers of the council who have worked 
so hard for so long to ensure that Luton 
is able to return to normal as quickly as 
possible.”

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Man jailed for attacking 
dog guilty of ban breach

A MAN jailed for carrying out a violent 
attack on his dog was this week back in 
court for keeping the abused pet. 

Simeon Major, of Buxton Road, Luton, 
was found to be in breach of his ten-year 
ban from keeping animals and was sen¬ 
tenced on Wednesday. 

Major, 20, was caught on CCTV last 
year goading his Staffordshire Bull 
Terrier for between 15 and 20 minutes. 

He kicked her four to five times as he 
showed off to friends in Luton. 

At one stage he dragged the dog up 
onto a wall and punched her, sending 
her falling to the ground. Police were 
alerted and arrested Simeon, who was 
given a ban and a 16-week custodial sen¬ 
tence last August. 

At the court hearing this week it was 
heard that the same dog, called Dream, 
had been found in the home of Major - 
who had already been released from the 
young offenders’ institute - by police in 



November who were investigating an 
unrelated matter. The dog was inside the 
flat, and there was clear evidence to 
show that she was being looked after 
there. 

The court was told that Major had 
given the dog to a friend to be cared for 
while he was in prison, but she was 
returned to him afterwards because the 
friend could no longer look after it. 

RSPCA inspector Peter Warne, said: 



“The original offence was a prolonged 
and disturbing attack. It wasn’t just one 
kick and punch, he repeatedly attacked 
the terrified dog over a sustained period 
of time.” 

Luton Magistrates’ Court sentenced 
him to 136 days at a young offenders 
institute for breaching his ban but, as he 
had already spent 68 days on remand, he 
did not have to serve any more time. 

Dream is now in the care of the RSPCA. 


Teenage boy, 14, 
arrested on sex 
offence charge 


A FOURTEEN-YEAR- 
OLD boy has been 
arrested in connection 
with a sexual offence 
on another teenager. 

The victim, a 16- 
year-old girl, was 
walking along Halfway 
Avenue, Luton, to 
meet a friend last 
Saturday when she 
was approached by 
the boy just before 
lpm. 

He rubbed himself 
against her before 
kissing her hair. 

The victim struggled 
and began to scream 
before the offender 
pushed her to the 
ground and ran from 
the scene. 

He was later arrested 
in connection with the 


incident and has been 
released on police bail 
pending further 
investigations. 

PC Simon Day said: 
“This incident has left 
the victim very shaken 
and although we have 
arrested a person in 
connection with this 
assault it is still 
important that we 
trace anyone who saw 
the incident and I 
would urge anyone 
with information to 
contact the police.”

New MP Gavin sets a shining 
example with £843 expenses 


LUTON South’s Gavin Shuker is one 
of the lowest expense-claiming MPs 
- in stark contrast to his infamous 
predecessor. 

The Labour member claimed just 
£843.14 in the first few months of 
his term since being elected last 
May, with his biggest expense being 
£497.70 on a scanner. 

In contrast, Margaret Moran - who 
held the seat before Mr Shuker - 
claimed £168,569 in 2004/05. 

The figures were revealed after 
MPs’ expenses were published on 
Thursday showing claims between 
May and October 2010. 

South West Bedfordshire 
Conservative MP Andrew Selous 
claimed £17,596.86 in the same 
period, while Luton North Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkins made claims totalling 
£8,457.68. 

Mr Shuker said: “It’s nothing 
deliberate but the reality is Margaret 
was an MP under an expenses 
system where you could claim a lot 
for having a second home, 
something that I don’t have. 


“My focus has been on claiming 
back legitimately for my job and not 
to maximise it to get money out of it. 

“Everything will probably be a lot 
clearer at the end of the financial 
year. 

“Mine and Kelvin Hopkins’ claims 
will probably be a lot more similar. At 
the moment it looks like there is an 
imbalance.” 

Mr Selous said: “They are all office 
expenses and I did get a new case 
management system which will save 
me a lot of time and will hopefully 
pay dividends as I will spend less on 
printing and paper and it should be 
environmentally friendly. 

“I had to get a couple of new 
computers to replace two old ones. 
But I don’t have any travel costs or 
costs for staying overnight in 
London.” 

Kelvin Hopkins said: “I am very 
pleased that MPs expenses claims 
are now published. 

“The main element of my 
expenses is office rent for my 
Luton constituency office.”

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Union fears LuDun 
closure is done deal

MACHINERY at a factory facing 
closure has been priced up by 
auctioneers - before a final deci¬ 
sion has been made about its 
future. 

LuDun, in Liscombe Road, 
Dunstable, has 24 staff with a 
range of disabilities, but Central 
Bedfordshire Council is looking at 
shutting it down. 

The service is managed by the 
council on behalf of a group of 
trustees and, last November, a 
recommendation was made to 
close it in April. A decision on its 
fate will be made on February 15. 

But this week, auctioneers were 
on site pricing up machinery and 
this has come under fire by a trade 
union which claims it makes it 
look like a decision has already 
been made. 

Warren Kenny, GMB Senior 
Organiser, said: “As a result of the 
news that auctioneers were in the 
Ludun factory last week pricing 
up the machinery for sale, heads 
should roll. GMB has been told 
that the decision on the future of 
LuDun will be made at the council 
meeting on February 15. 

“Yet it appears that the council is 
already estimating the savings to 
be made from closure and the loss 


of 24 disabled workers jobs. GMB 
pleads with Central Bedfordshire 
councillors to keep this workshop 
open as disabled workers 
involved will face life on the dole if 
the council gives go ahead for clo¬ 
sure. “ 

Cllr Peter Hollick, chairman of 
the trustees of LuDun Industries, 
said: “Not all of the machinery in 
the factory is currently used in 
production. 


“Some machinery is outdated 
and is unlikely to be used in the 
future as more modern technolo¬ 
gies have taken over. 

“This exercise, which involves 
logging the current unused 
machinery and scrap metal at the 
factory and exploring the best 
ways to dismantle and sell these 
items, is about making the factory 
safe and raise some funds for the 
trustees.”

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Son committed after 
causing mum’s death

A PARANOID schizophrenic 
who punched and kicked his 
mother resulting in her 
death has been committed 
to hospital. 

Abdur Choudhury, 32, of 
Napier Road, Luton, 
appeared at Luton Crown 
Court on Monday accused of 
murdering 69-year-old 
Ramatunnessa Choudhury. 

Choudhury, who does not 
believe his mother is dead 
and thinks people are con¬ 
spiring against him to per¬ 
form 'shock therapy’, spoke 
only to confirm his name and 
did not enter a plea because 
Judge John Bevan QC ruled 
him unfit to do so. 

In 2006 Choudhury was 
diagnosed with paranoid 
schizophrenia and received 
medication but he was not 
taking it at the time of the 
assault. 

Mrs Choudhury was taken 
to hospital on June 25 last 
year after her youngest son 
subjected her to a prolonged 
attack. 

She died at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital two days 
later. The cause of death was 
major organ failure and com¬ 
plication of blunt force trau¬ 


ma as a direct effect of the 
trauma she had sustained. 

Prosecutor Beverley Cripps 
told the court how Mrs 
Choudhury lived with one of 
her other sons at Bishopscote 
Road, Luton, along with his 
wife Sayeeda and their three 
young boys. 

Choudhury visited the 
house around 3.30pm on 
June 25 where his mother, 
Sayeeda and her three chil¬ 
dren were. 

Sayeeda was in the kitchen 
preparing food when she 
heard the defendant say 
‘How much more? How much 
more?’ 

She then looked behind her 
and saw her mother-in-law 
on the floor. 

In a witness statement read 
out by Miss Cripps, Sayeeda 
wrote: ‘My two sons were 
screaming and I screamed. I 
saw him lift her head with his 


left hand and he punched her 
with a clenched fist. 

‘I said ‘do not hit her any¬ 
more I beg you’ but he did 
not stop hitting my mother- 
in-law. 

‘He kept on kicking her on 
either side of her body and 
hitting her. He wasn’t saying 
anything.’ 

The punching was so fierce 
it caused Mrs Choudhury’s 
false teeth to fall out. 

When she was admitted to 
the L&D her injuries included 
bruising to the temple, 
swelling to the forehead, 
fractured ribs, a fractured 
pelvis and acute bleeding. 

While at Luton police sta¬ 
tion, Choudhury said: “I have 
not been taking my medica¬ 
tion, that’s why I hurt my 
mum.” 

He was then interviewed 
and admitted the assault. He 
said: “For about a week I had 


a feeling people were follow¬ 
ing me and that’s the same 
feeling I had when I assaulted 
her before. 

“I was not 100 per cent sure 
I was going to assault her. 
She’s got all these people 
around causing me misery 
again. 

“The funny thing is she’s 
not doing it but my head 
thinks that way. 

“I thought the people would 
come in and stop this [the 
assault] and then I would 
know if these people were 
employed by my mum. 

“The reason for stopping 
was I was tired out.” 

Judge Bevan imposed a 
hospital order which has an 
initial duration of a maxi¬ 
mum of six months. It can be 
renewed for a further period 
of six months and after that, 
for further periods of 12 
months.

Harmony needs more than just talk

Yes, there has been global reces¬ 
sion, but the Labour Government 
was not prepared for it and had 
brought the country to the situa¬ 
tion where £1 in every £4 they were 
spending was borrowed with inter¬ 
est payable. 

They were paying millions as 
interest payments into foreign 
banks to support their profligate 
spending. 

Remember Minister Liam Byrne 
saying ‘sorry, there’s no money 
left’? 

Now we have to face up to deal¬ 
ing with the mess Labour left 
behind. 

This is reflected in similar profli¬ 
gacy by the Labour council in 
Luton - for example the busway 
and the swimming pool both fund¬ 
ed out of public money without 
any clear evidence of benefit.

reductions on the council.” 

This is disingenuous as the local 
authorities have been given free¬ 
dom to decide how they manage 
the necessary reductions in spend¬ 
ing, and if the Labour administra¬ 
tion in Luton chooses to hit their 
longest serving employees, and 
their local voluntary organisations 
first, they must carry the responsi¬ 
bility for that choice.

The cruelty of shooting

While the industry would like to 
promote the idea that shooting birds 
is a natural and productive activity 
designed to put food on the table, 
the savage truth was revealed in the 
lanuary 19 edition of Shooting 
Times by the chairman of the Game 
Farmers’ Association, fonathan 
Crow. 

The cost of presenting a live pheas¬ 
ant to the guns, Crow calculated, is 
£35, whereas the value of the dead 
bird is just 25p. 

That is, the birds are essentially 
worthless once dead because there 
is no market for them. 

Their ‘value’ is to act as a live target 
for wealthy guns, whose pleasure is 
derived from extinguishing life.

AN inquest has been opened into the death of a 
father who shot himself in a park after a 15-hour 
overnight stand-off with police.

A MAN was stabbed in the bottom after a dis¬ 
turbance at a teenage birthday party during 
the early hours of Sunday morning. 

Police were called to Lewsey Learning and 
Resource Centre in Tomlinson Avenue, Luton, 
shortly after lam and found one man with a stab 
wound to his buttock. A second man had an 
injury to his left ear. 

The men were both taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital for treatment. 

Detective Constable Rachel Chandler is 
appealing for help to piece together exactly what 
happened at the centre before the men were 
injured. 

She said: “Reducing violent crime is a priority 
for Bedfordshire Police and this type of behav¬ 
iour will not be tolerated in our town. 

“It is clear that a violent incident has taken 
place at the location and both men are lucky 
they were not more seriously injured. 

“I am keen to speak to anyone who saw what 
happened leading up to these men being injured 
to come forward and assist with this investiga¬ 
tion. 

“It is believed that a 17th birthday party cele¬ 
bration was taking place at the location at the 
time of the incident and therefore lots of people 
would have been in the area. 

“I would reassure anyone with information 
that they can speak to the police in complete 
confidence.”

T HIS week the House of 
Commons has been 
discussing the NHS. 

And this week I had the chance 
to sample it personally. 

My mother-in-law has been quite 
ill for a few days. On Monday 
morning she took a dramatic turn 
for the worse and my wife, who 
was staying with her, called. 

We decided it had to be the 
hospital, spoke to her GP, who 
agreed and she was admitted. 
Easy-peasy eh? 

We arrived at the hospital, in the 
Midlands, at around 12.30pm and 
were directed to an area where 
they assess the patients before 
deciding what to do with them. 

My mother-in-law had tests, 
then X-Rays and we were told the 
next step was to see a registrar. 
This was at about 3pm. 

We waited and we waited. The 
room, like a doctor’s waiting room, 
became very crowded and most 
of the time I had to stand as there 
were not enough seats. 

At around 5pm a woman came 
around with drinks and 
sandwiches - for the patients 
only. My heart sank when I heard 
one patient say no thanks, to be 
told that she ought to eat 
something as it could be a long 
wait. 

At around 6pm our patience was 
exhausted and we started to 
complain. The receptionists were 
very polite and said our mother-in- 
law would be seen soon. 

At around 7pm I asked the nurses 
who said things were in hand and 
was told it would not be long. A 
patient overheard and wearily told 
me she had been at another

hospital for six hours before being 
told she should be here. 

At 8pm my patience was at an 
end and I sought out a senior 
manager. There I discovered the 
real problem. A registrar would not 
see a patient until a bed had been 
allocated and they had no spare 
beds. 

By this time my mother-in-law 
was becoming distressed and 
wanted to go home, to be told she 
could not go home. It was turning 
into a Kafka-esque bureaucratic 
nightmare. She could not get 
admitted, as there were no beds, 
but could not leave. 

With redoubled efforts we finally 
got her in to see a registrar at 
8.30pm, eight hours after we had 
arrived, and eight hours with her 
sitting in the same chair, while 
being a very ill woman. 

I half jokingly said to one doctor 
that businesses like restaurants 
would soon close down with this 
kind of service. He said hospitals 
are somewhat more important 
than having your dinner. 

That is exactly the point. Waiting 
eight hours for something as trivial 
as dinner is unacceptable in our 
society. 

But for a very sick woman to wait 
eight hours to see a senior doctor, 
on whom a decision rests on 


whether she is admitted to 
hospital, is how it is. And we 
probably queue-jumped, as there 
were plenty of other people sitting 
there, more patient than us. 

I accept that everyone at the 
hospital is working very hard, 
working long hours and cares 
deeply about what they are doing. 

And in hospital I am sure my 
mother-in-law will get first-class 
treatment. But this interminable 
waiting feels like it is part of the 
NHS culture and cannot be right. 

I do not know what can be done, 
if anything, as the demands on the 
service are enormous and 
constantly growing. 

Just because there is a problem, 
it does not automatically follow 
there is a solution. I have no real 
idea whether the reforms this 
Government is proposing will 
make matters better or worse, 
and, more worryingly, I am not sure 
anyone else does either. 

The NHS is a much-loved 
institution that does great work. It 
is also something of a bureaucratic 
monster that is not responsive to 
the normal rules of customer 
service. I wish those well in 
attempts to make it more 
responsive and relevant to modem 
needs and society. 

But I won’t be holding my breath.

Shock leaves town 
without bookshop

THE only major bookstore in 
Luton will close today - with 
shocked staff only finding out 
the news on Tuesday. 

Waterstone’s on George Street, 
Luton, will serve its final cus¬ 
tomers this afternoon as HMV 
Group, which owns the compa¬ 
ny, pulls the plug on the branch. 

The seven employees were 
called into a meeting to be told 
the devastating news - with five 
days’ notice. 

One employee of the branch, 
which opened in 1999, said: “It 
was such a shock; we knew it was 
something big that was going on 
because the area manager and 


another representative were here. 
We have been offered opportuni¬ 
ties in other Waterstone’s and 
HMV stores but redundancy is a 
big possibility. 

“We didn’t think the company 
would leave Luton - a big com¬ 
muter and a university town - 
without a bookshop. 

“It was such short notice, we 
have a lot of work to do to get 
everything sorted and in the right 
place. 

“But there is nothing we can do 
about it. It’s a shame for Luton as 
well as for ourselves to leave the 
town without a book shop. 

“It may have been a cold-heart¬ 
ed business decision but it hasn’t 
been looked at from any other 
point of view” 


It was announced at the begin¬ 
ning of the year HMV Group 
would shut 60 stores, including 20 
Waterstone’s outlets. 

The group blamed the cold 
weather over the Christmas peri¬ 
od for a slump in its sales. 

Jon Howells, a spokesman for 
Waterstone’s, said: “We 

announced on Tuesday the clo¬ 
sure of 11 of our branches across 
Waterstone’s and the Luton 
branch is one of those. 

“It, along with the ten others, 
will be closing on February 6. 

“It is part of the announcement 
on January 5 that we were looking 
to close branches.” 

As yet the future of the HMV 
store in The Mall Luton is not 
clear. 


Bridges demolition set to cause disruption 


BRIDGES will be knocked down to 
make way for the construction of 
the Luton Dunstable Busway over 
the next few months. 

A series of road and pedestrian 
diversions will be in place to allow 
for safe demolition of disused 
railway bridges in Guildford Street, 
Church Street and Kimpton Road, 
all Luton, and also in Church 
Street, Dunstable. 

In order to minimise impact on 


the road network and general 
public, bridge works will take place 
from 10pm on Fridays until 
Sunday evenings. Diversion routes 
for traffic and pedestrians will be 
fully signed. 

Cllr Roy Davis said: “The Luton 
Dunstable Busway will deliver the 
viable high-speed transit system 
that we desperately need to ease 
congestion and encourage further 
economic growth across the 


conurbation. Construction is 
making real progress. These works 
have been carefully scheduled at 
weekends in order to minimise the 
impact of any disruption for road 
users. Nonetheless, we apologise 
for any inconvenience which is 
caused in the short term.”

BREASTFEEDING is always a controversial issue 
but, in an effort to support women wanting to do 
it, a group of mums have started meeting to help 
other new mothers. SOPHIE SCOTT reports. 


THEY say it is the most natural 
thing in the world, but some 
mothers still struggle with 
breastfeeding. 

And it can still be difficult for 
mums to find a place to feed their 
babies when they are out and 
about. 

It is gradually becoming more 
accepted with most larger stores 
offering areas for women to feed 
their children. 

According to recently released 
statistics, around 78 per cent of 
mothers nationwide choose to 
breastfeed their baby. 

But Luton is slightly below the 
average with, last year, 68 per cent 
of mothers deciding that breast 
was best. 

In 2004, when Luton on Sunday 
spoke to restaurants and cafes in 
The Mall Luton (then called the 


Arndale Centre) about breast¬ 
feeding, some discouraged moth¬ 
ers from doing it on their premis¬ 
es. One manager outraged many 
mums by describing the practice 
as ‘unhygienic’. 

Now a group of mums, from all 
ages and backgrounds, have cre¬ 
ated FAB (Friends and 
Breastfeeding) and are hoping 
more women will come to them 
to talk about any problems they 
may be having. 

Louise Mitchell, Emma Green, 


Priti Odedra and Ruth Doyle all 
have different experiences of 
feeding their children, but have 
all breastfed. 

They started the group after 
they realised there wasn’t enough 
support out there for women. 

They are all trained by the 
Breastfeeding Network 

(www.breastfeedingnetwork.org. 
uk) a national voluntary organisa¬ 
tion aiming to give independent 
support and information for 
breastfeeding mothers. 

Louise Mitchell, who has just 
finished breastfeeding her son, 
said: “We are one of a number of 
drop-ins in Luton talking about 
breastfeeding. We want to give 
women support and information 
and we talk about ongoing issues. 

“I was given a lot of support 
when I needed help with my son 
so I really just wanted to give 
something back. 

“It’s not just about problems 
though. We are here to share 
experiences and to sit down and 
have a cup of tea. We want all

breastfeed their baby 
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types of people to come, and even 
the dads to come along. It’s a very 
relaxed atmosphere. 

“There is no pressure to do any¬ 
thing at all, it’s about giving 
women the right information to 
empower them to make the right 
decision about breastfeeding 
their baby. 

“I think one of the best things 
about it is the freedom. You don’t 
have to carry around any bottles 


or any of the other paraphernalia 
or worry about having to heat 
the milk up, it is all there, for 
free.” 

In the future, the group want 
pregnant women to join the 
group as they all found there was 
not as much information readily 
available before they gave birth. 

“Lots of people just want to tell 
you how they are feeling. As a first 
time mum, it was terrifying for 


me when I couldn’t get my son to 
breastfeed. I felt like a failure. 

“But as soon as I asked for help, 
I had no problems and I could 
feed my baby discreetly. It was 
lovely.” 

The group meet every Friday 
between l-3pm at Rothesay 
Children’s Centre, in Rothesay 
Road, Luton.

Uni applicants hit 
a record number

APPLICATIONS to the Univer¬ 
sity of Bedfordshire are up 18 
per cent, with around 17,000 
hopeful students trying to 
secure a place. 

The number of those wanting 
to study here continued to rise 
with 17,239 received before the 
January cut-off date - just over 
2,500 more than at the same 
point last year. 

This puts the university 23 rd 
out of more than 120 in the coun¬ 
try for percentage increases. 

The figures were released by 
the Universities and Colleges 
Admissions Service (UCAS) on 
Monday showing another record 
year for applicants to higher 
education. 

University of Bedfordshire vice 
chancellor Professor Les Ebdon 
CBE said: “I’m not surprised 
applications continue to rise. By 
2012 we will have invested some 
£140 million in new facilities. 

“Our new campus centre 
opened in Luton in October and 
new halls of residence in the 
town are on schedule to open in 
the autumn. 

“We also have a postgraduate 
and continuing professional

development centre planned for 
2013. Our reputation for high 
quality teaching, excellent 
employability, strong student 
support and helping students 
beyond the curriculum is 
attracting more and more stu¬ 
dents not only from the UK but 
from around the world.” 

Professor Ebdon also called on 
the Government to act now on the 
shortage of places at university. 


Speaking as chairman of the 
think tank million-i- he said: “Just 
a few days ago, it was confirmed 
that 210,222 would-be students 
missed out on a university place 
in 2010. 

“These latest figures on appli¬ 
cations show that even more stu¬ 
dents are hoping to get to uni¬ 
versity in 2011 but they will be 
fighting over exactly the same 
number of places.”

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World-first holograms 
join Luton airport staff

LUTON Airport has two new 
staff members - holograms who 
will give out security informa¬ 
tion to passengers. 

On Monday the airport 
launched ‘Holly’ and ‘Graham’ - 
who will be trialled as some of 
the world’s first holographic 
announcers. 

They will be employed to com¬ 
municate important security 
messages as passengers pass 
from check-in to the departure 
lounge. 

The two new staff members 
were custom designed for the air¬ 
port by Tensator. 

Initially Holly and Graham will 
be deployed for a trial period 
within the Central Search Area, 
where passengers are searched 
and their hand luggage is 
checked. 

They will be used to brief pas¬ 
sengers on the preparations they 
need to make before undergoing 
the security search. 

Manchester Airport also intro¬ 
duced holograms based on cur¬ 
rent staff on the same day. 

The trial will take four to eight 
weeks and will measure such 
things as the amount of time 
spent by passengers in security. 

Should the trial prove success¬ 
ful, passengers can look forward 
to seeing Holly and Graham 


throughout the airport, in opera¬ 
tional roles, offering passenger 
information as well as being used 
by retail outlets within the termi¬ 
nal building. 

The airport hired professional 
actors to make the announce¬ 
ment and if successful staff could 
be used to model. 

Airport managing director Glyn 
Jones said: “Luton Airport is 
proud to be the first in the world 
to introduce this holographic 
technology in a commercial, 
operational environment, so I am 
delighted to welcome Holly and 
Graham to the team. 

“We are confident that our two 
new staff members will help 
improve the experience for our 
passengers by communicating 
key security messages in a way 
which is both consistent and 


compelling. This should help our 
passengers pass safely and swift¬ 
ly through the airport.” 

Alan McPherson, chief execu¬ 
tive of Tensator, said: “The Virtual 
Assistant is a state-of-the-art 
unique communication tool, 
designed to increase operational 
efficiencies, improve customer 
flow and enhance passenger sat¬ 
isfaction. It delivers a consistent 
and informative message and 
will certainly enhance the pas¬ 
senger journey.” 

An airport spokesman said: “We 
launched at the same time as 
Manchester. It was quite ironic 
that neither party knew about the 
other. We used different suppliers 
but this is still the first worldwide 
use in airports. 

“It’s great to see other airports 
thinking the same way as us.”

BLAIR ATHOLL, SCOTLAND 

TO get away from the January blues, 
my fellow three companions and I 
decided to pack up the car and head 
off on the long drive north to Blair 
Atholl, in Scotland. 

And Marble Lodge, set on the banks 
of the River Tilt, provided us with the 
the perfect getaway from the hustle 
and bustle of working life with its 
remote and peaceful location provid¬ 
ing us with the welcomed opportuni¬ 


ty to sit back, unwind and enjoy the 
great outdoors. 

With breath-taking panoramic 
views of the surrounding mountains, 
the cottage is a rambler’s dream with 
numerous trails available across the 
region that caters for all abilities, and 
with the river only a stone’s throw 
away, the lodge is also an ideal base 
for fishing enthusiasts. 

But don’t worry, if complete isola¬ 
tion from life gets too much, the 
lodge has everything you need to 
provide those craved home comforts, 
including broadband internet acc¬ 


ess, landline telephone connection 
and a fully-equipped kitchen with a 
dishwasher, washing machine and 
tumble dryer. 

The cottage is one of many self¬ 
catering lodges owned by Atholl 
Estates throughout the Perthshire 
area and this specific accommoda¬ 
tion can house up to four people. 

However, extreme care must be 
taken when approaching the lodge, 
especially in the winter, as the five- 
mile rocky and icy off-road track 
proved a difficult task for our heavily- 
loaded Fiat Punto, with a number of 
loud scrapes and bumps causing 
continuous concern. 

The lodge was originally a shep¬ 
herd’s cottage but was given its name 
after a new road was built in 1815 to 
a marble quarry just upstream where 
marble was extracted for the next 15 
years. There are still various exam¬ 
ples of Glen Tilt marble throughout 
nearby Blair Castle. 

So the morning after arrival, we 
decided to head back down the track, 
on foot, towards the castle six miles 
down the road. 

On first sight, you instantly get 
drawn into the unique white exterior

which hides the castle’s true age fol¬ 
lowing several modifications made 
within the Georgian era. The fortress 
was one of the first private homes to 
open to the public and it is filled with 
ornaments and weapons collected 
from the numerous dukes that 
inhabited it. 

The corridors are also lined with 
antlers hanging with pride following 
numerous hunts throughout the 
years across the estate and as you 
stroll around the rooms you really get 
the feel of the castle once being a lov¬ 
ing family home. 

The area is also renowned for being 
the place where Scottish geologist 
James Hutton found evidence for his 
theory that molten rock fused 
together washed away sediments to 
form new land, a view that at the 
time was controversial and thrown 


out by the Royal Society of Edin¬ 
burgh but in present day we hold as 
scientific fact. And for those who love 
geology, the evidence that Hutton 
found on the Tilt is as clear now as it 
was back in 1785 and can be seen in 
numerous locations along the river 
banks with unusual jagged shaped 
rocks coming out at all angles in vari¬ 
ous different shades of black and grey 
infused together. 

The geologist famously once said, 
“What more can we require? 
Nothing, but time,” and that really 
sums up this trip as two nights just 
isn’t enough. To compensate the long 
450-mile drive from Bedford, you 
really need at least five days to enjoy 
everything this lodge has to offer. 

After heading back up the path to 
the lodge, we finished our day by 
putting our sore, aching feet up, and 
recovered from a hard day of walking 
by making good use of the lodge’s 
open fire to keep us warm. With no 
television, we bonded over a number 
of board games and stories. The 
lodge really is the perfect location for 
a family or group of friends to come 
and enjoy each other’s company.

SUMMARY OF DECISION NOTICE 
BACKGROUND 

1. On 20 January 2011 Local Adjudication Panel 
50 (“the Panel”), a sub-committee of Luton 
Borough Council’s Standards Committee, 
convened to hear and determine an allegation 
by Mr John Shakespeare ("the Complainant") 
that Councillor Jenny Davies had failed to 
comply with the Council's Code of Conduct for 
Members ("the Code") by failing to treat the 
Complainant with respect. 

2. The allegation had been referred to the Panel 
following an investigation by one of Luton 
Borough Council’s senior legal officers who had 
found that Councillor Jenny Davies had failed to 
comply with the Code. 

SUMMARY OF ALLEGATION 

3. On 12 August 2010 the Complainant had sent 
an e-mail to a number of Luton Borough 
Councillors including Councillor Jenny Davies in 
relation to an article which had appeared in a 
national newspaper and in which the 
Complainant had described himself as “A fed up 
tax paying citizen.” 

4. Councillor Jenny Davies had responded to the 
Complainant by e-mail in terms which the 
complainant alleged involved a failure on the 
part of Councillor Jenny Davies to comply with 
the Code. 

FINDING 

5. The Panel found that Councillor Jenny Davies 
had failed to comply with the Code because she 
had not treated the Complainant with respect in 
the e- mail response which she sent to him. 

SANCTION 

6. The Panel decided that Councillor Jenny Davies 
should be censured and that she should send a 
written apology in a form approved by the Chair 
of the Panel and the Council’s Monitoring Officer 
(the Council’s Head of legal Services) . 

RIGHT OF APPEAL 

7. Councillor Jenny Davies has the right within 28 
days of receiving the Panel’s formal decision 
notice (dated and issued on 28 January 2011) to 
apply to the First-tier Tribunal (Local 
Government Standards in England) for: 

(1) permission to appeal against the decision; 
and 

(2) for the suspension of the sanction imposed 
until such time as any appeal is determined.

Toon comeback 
shocks Gunners 


CHEIK TIOTE’S first goal in 
English football secured a 
remarkable point for 
Newcastle as they fought back 
from 4-0 down against 
10-man Arsenal. 

The Ivory Coast international 
pegged back the Gunners with 
a stunning 87th-minute volley 
after Joey Barton had scored 
twice from the penalty spot 
either side of Leon Best’s 
fourth goal of the season. 

Alan Pardew’s men were in 
complete disarray as the 
Gunners raced into a 4-0 lead 
at St James’ Park within the 
opening 26 minutes.

After seeing his side 
squander a four-goal lead, 
Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger 
blasted Barton. 

The Frenchman, who was 
also critical of the two 
penalties awarded by referee 


Phil Dowd, said: “It was a 
completely unnecessary 
sending-off, and I believe 
Barton was very lucky to stay 
on the pitch for the tackle on 
Diaby. It’s a shame for him 
because he had a great first 
half. Sometimes you could 
understand when he has a bad 
game, but he had an 
outstanding game. 

“I explain that by the fact that 
he has been injured so many 
times from bad tackles that he 
lost a bit quickly his nerves 
because this boy has been out 
for a long time and many 
times. Certainly the tackle 
provoked his reaction.” 

Newcastle manager Alan 
Pardew was quick to defend 
Barton, whose England claims 
he promoted once again. 

“You have got to make a 
challenge. It was a proper, 
honest challenge -1 have seen 
it two or three times and 
there’s nothing wrong with it,” 
said Pardew 

“He goes for the ball, he wins 
the ball clean. He is aggressive 
in the challenge, he takes a 
little bit of the player after he 
has won the ball.” 

Speaking on the comeback, 

Pardew added: “It’s one of the 
most remarkable games I have 
ever been involved in in my life 
- and I am talking about 
Sunday mornings as well, 7-7s,

They were Best of days but Fry 
is singing the Blues once again 


THE days of George Best gracing the Creasey 
Park turf or Barry Fry coaching the team from a 
nearby bedroom window while serving a touch- 
line ban may have long gone, but Dunstable 
Town got a brief reminder of that halcyon peri¬ 
od in the mid-1970s when their former boss 
returned to wish them well ahead of their fifth 
round FA Vase tie at Whitley Bay on Saturday. 

It is exciting times for the Spartan South 
Midlands League Premier Division side. Not only 
are extensive ground redevelopments that 
include a new 3G artificial pitch and brand new 
clubhouse close to completion, but they have 
also reached the last 16 of the Vase for the first 
time in their history. 

It is all a far cry from when Fry first took over the 
managerial reins in March 1974. His first game in 
charge saw just 34 people turn up to watch and 
the Blues ended up bottom of the Southern 
League Division One North. 

To attract publicity Fry persuaded Best to turn 
out in two pre-season games as well as convinc¬ 
ing Tommy Docherty to bring a Manchester 
United XI to Dunstable for a friendly. 

The following season under infamous chair¬ 
man Keith Cheeseman, the side won promotion, 
but soon found themselves in financial difficulty 
and were quickly relegated. 

“It was a real dump at the time,” recalls Fry, 
adding: “To get the Manchester United game we 
had to build a fence and I helped to do that, but 
it was incredible for the town. We were on News 
at Ten that night and things like that, and we beat 
them 3-2 - Dunstable had arrived! 

“I’ve followed their fortunes and, unfortunately, 
they’ve been up and down like a yo-yo ever since, 
so I am really delighted that they’re in the last 16 
of the Vase and that the facilities are improving 
fantastically. 

“When you look back, to get not only George 
Best to play against Manchester United and Cork 
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Celtic, but to get Manchester United to come 
down was unbelievable. 

“Then, of course, we attracted (former England 
striker and FA cup final match winner) Jeff Astle 
to come to the club, and in the first year I was 
here we got promotion with a record 105 goals in 
42 matches. But Besty got us on the map and 
when we got into trouble Besty came back.

“As we all know we had a chairman that got into 
financial difficulties and although we finished 
high in the table it got us relegated and the club 
struggled thereafter. 

“I’m delighted to come back here and see they 
are improving the facilities, especially for the 
community.” 

Darren Croft is now the chairman of the Blues, 


having helped reform the club back in 1998 after 
Dunstable FC had gone out of business four 
years earlier. Since then, Croft has been involved 
with the club, including a spell as manager when 
Town went on their previous best Vase run a 
decade ago, being edged out 1-0 in the third 
round at Tooting & Mitcham United. 

He said: “We haven’t got one person putting 
loads of money into the club, there are six or 
seven of us that have been here for 15 years and 
we just care about it. That bit of passion and 
romance with the club is worth more than any 
money. 

“All of a sudden, people are interested in the 
club and if people are interested then we’ve got a 
chance of moving the club on, which is what 
we’re trying to do.” 

Despite Dunstable facing the long trip north to 
take on a Whitley Bay side that are bidding to 
become the first team to win the competition 
three years in a row, Croft is convinced that his 
25/1 outsiders to lift the trophy can cause an 
upset. 

“You’ve got to appreciate that they are a good 
side because they have won it the last two years 
on the trot and you have got to give them respect, 
but you can’t fear them,” said Croft. 

“We’ve got to give them respect because of their 
great achievements, and what they have 
achieved is what we are trying to achieve. 

“It’s an old cliche, but our boys are focused on 
the Vase. 

“We can put the same team out for a league 
game on a Wednesday night and then for a Vase 
game on a Saturday, and they perform complete¬ 
ly differently. Maybe I’m superstitious, but if your 
name is on the cup then your name is on the cup. 

“We played Tring Athletic two rounds ago, who 
are second in our league, and beat them 6-1. It 
could be that we have fallen in love with the Vase 
and, potentially, Wembley.”

Golden Graham eyes 
a return to Wembley 


ON a weekend when a certain march put 
Luton in the spotlight for all the wrong 
reasons, the town’s football club missed 
the chance to provide a spot of light 
relief when they put in a rare below par 
display in beating Gloucester City 1 -0. 

The Hatters have rarely played as badly 
under the guidance of manager Richard 
Money and before Luke Graham sealed 
their passage to the FA Trophy quarter 
finals with the only goal of the game six 
minutes from time, the biggest talking 
point was a toss-up between keeper 
Kevin Pilkington and his woodwork for 
who would win the man-of-the-match 
gong. 

But the club’s newest central defender, 
signed from Kettering Town half an hour 
before the transfer window slammed 
shut on Monday, ensured there was a 
winner in a game that had never been 
more deserving of the term stalemate. 

For 84 turgid minutes you couldn’t help 
but wonder whether a replay was in the 
gameplan so at least they could go to the 
Whaddon Road home Gloucester share 
with Two League Cheltenham Town and 
get an early sense of one of the grounds 
they hope to be visiting this time next 
year. 

“We have a lot of fixtures coming up,” 
said a relieved Pilkington, quashing any 
such foray into fiction. “March is mental 
so it’s good that we haven’t got another 
game to put in.” 

A replay certainly wouldn’t be con¬ 
ducive to the club’s quest for promotion 
back to the Football League promised 
land but that was the way it was going at 
Kenilworth Road on Friday. 

The pitch was horrible, there were nasty 
50mph winds, Gloucester were kicking 
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anything that moved, passes went con¬ 
sistently astray and there was all the 
atmosphere of a Sunday league game. In 
fact, if it had been played at your local 
park you’d have gone and played on the 
swings instead. 

The Hatters match-winner agreed but 
refused to blame the elements on a night 
he made his full debut for the club. 

“We are very relieved as it was a scrappy 
game,” said Graham. “The conditions 
helped Gloucester but I don’t want to talk 
about the conditions too much because, 
as bad as they were you’ve got to take 
responsibility for you own performances. 

“We’ve dug in and I'm pleased because 
our hard work has got us through and 
we’ve earned our luck. 

“That pitch isn’t going to get any better 
for the rest of the season so if we are 
going to use that excuse then it’s not 
going to help us. 

“There weren’t any great performances 
out there but I think there were some 
dogged ones. When you have that desire 
to keep winning you do earn your luck.” 

That’s the key thing, because while the 
match was as memorable as whatsis- 
name who won the X Factor, there are 
actually some points to be positive 
about. 

Number one: Town have conceded two 
goals all year. Only two strikes from 
Gateshead have blemished the record 
which now stands at nine clean sheets, a 
key factor in a 12-game unbeaten streak 
that stretches back to mid December. 

Testament to that pleasing record still 
standing as you read this was Pilkington 


and his return from a loan spell at 
Mansfield Town means that, along with 
regular number one Mark Tyler, Luton 
now have the two best stoppers in the 
Conference. 

The former Manchester United man 
was fortunate on 22 minutes when he 
could only watch as Adam Mann’s cross- 
cum-shot deceived him and rebounded 
off the inside of the post and, luckily, the 
right side of the goal line. Two blocks in 
the second half then kept the Hatters in it 
when the Tigers starting showing some 
teeth in a five minute spell. 

And from that came the goal which 
owed everything to the schoolboy tactics 
of the strugglers from a division below. 
Regardless, a win is a win, as the saying 
goes. 

That leads us to plus-point number 
two: When you combine an ability to 
keep it out at one end and tuck it away at 
the other, even when the chips are down, 
then I believe pundits start calling that 
the form of champions. 

Of course, with three more games 
between them and Wembley, Luton also 
have a double still to play for, despite the 
necessary proclamation from boss 
Money that the league comes first. 

Still, after seeing off a City side whose 
shirts bear the name of a well-known 
brand of decongestant as their sponsors, 
Town have the scent of a final in their 
nostrils and Graham hopes that it can 
become a full blown stench. 

“Having played there last year in the 
play-off final, there’s no bigger incentive 
for a footballer,” he said. “To say that we 
are three games from Wembley is fantas¬ 
tic and hopefully soon enough, we won’t 
be any games from it, we’ll be there.” 
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the year - a run which stretches 12 games - and 
Money believes it shows the fighting spirit and win¬ 
ning mentality within the club. 

He said: “If you put an absolutely diabolical pitch, 
together with a gale-force wind, with opponents that 
are very aggressive and direct in to that mix, plus one 
or two that needed the 90 minutes, you end up with 
a game like that. 

“We said to them at half time that these are the type 
of games that you need to find a way to win. There’s 
a big saying in our training ground - the harder you 
work, the luckier you get.

“We got the little bit of luck that we needed at the 
right time. When I look at the draw tomorrow I’ll see 
Luton Town and some days that is all I, or anyone 
else can care about.” 

The Hatters boss opted for more experience against 
the Tigers after giving some of the club’s develop¬ 
ment side a run out in the previous round’s 4-0 win 
over Uxbridge. 

But with only three matches to Wembley he says he 
now must decide whether to return back to that or go 
all out for the Trophy. 

“To some degree, we’ve scrambled to where we are 
now,” he said. “We haven’t played any of our big boys 
except maybe Claude [Gnakpa]. 

“I think it has been the right policy so far and let’s 
just see who we draw. Let’s be clear, our sole objec¬ 
tive is to get into the Football League, so we’ll just 
take it each day as it comes. 

“It’s a much better competition than the reserve 
league to keep fringe players playing. I suppose that 
the argument will be that the closer we get to 
Wembley, and we are pretty close now, is whether we 
go for it to try to get there, but let’s see who we get in 
the draw.”
